Avornen armed gang robbery at 
Wanchai-ought to suggest to our ralera 
the very important question whethor the 
Colony is not inadequately policed, 
Having-decided to abrogate the light. 
and-pasa royulations—~ona of our most 
valuable aida in the proveation of crime 
—the authorities should have sntiatied 
themselves that the Captain Superin- 
tendent of Police has sufficient num= 
ber of mon under bis command, actually 
resident in the Colony and actually on- 
Raged on police duty, to protect the 
peaceable and well-bebavod residents of 
the Colony from the audacious dopreda- 
tiong of the scum of the Kwangtuog 
Province. Thera ia no Necessity to use 
extravagant language regarding the 
present stata of affairs. The aimple 
narration of facts well within the know- 
ledga of these in authority should bo 
convincing enough that there is somo- 
thing rotten in our littlo-common wealth. 
At the end of 1805, in consequence 
of the occurrence of two or three 
armed pang robberies in tho most 
commonly frequented streets’ in the 
Colony, “Commander Qastings, then 
Acting Captain Superintendent of Po. 
lice, called into existence the long-dor~ 
mant regulations requiring overy China- 
man abroad after sunset to carry a light 
and a pass, Except where prosecutions 
were instituted against transgressors of 
these regulations, crime diminished; ia 
fact, during the enforcement of the law 
there were no cases of serious crime. 
Cortain Chinese, who bave since distin 
guished themsolves for théir anti-British 
proclivities, took o prominent part in 
agitating for the suppreesion of the re- 
gulations, and were supported by a 
small section of the Foroign cominunity 
and the Chinese interested in’ the 
theatres, eating-housea ond places of 
aicitionells repute. The Government, 
oolishly as we think, yielded to the 
presauro. Since then, within the last 
few months, crime has beon on the in- 
crensa, and two, if not more, fang: rob- 
beries have been ‘perpetrated. Woe do 
not attribute this to the suppression of 
the light-and-pass regulations, although, 
doubtless, these repulations, in the opi« 
nion of those best.able.to form an opi- 
nion on the subject, were potent factors 


‘in the prevention of crime. It must not 


be forpotten that Commander Hastings, 
in his yoarly report published in Fabru- 
ary lagt, drew attention to the fact 
that the police force was undér-manned, 
He says: ‘The average strength of the 
Police Force during the year 1895 has 
boon 558, its proatest strength, in Feb., 
590, and its least ia August, 685, In 
December it was 641. Exclusive of men 
on leave, the European forces has been, 
on an average, 6 men short, aed tho 
Tndian contingent. 40. In Decembor 
the latter was 43 below strength 
and the Europeans 7; the total of ‘all 
ranks being 541. To endeavour 
to some extent to supplement the Indians 
80 temporary Chinese Constables were 
engaged, but the anbstitute has boen a 
very feeble one. Several Europeans 
were enguged locally, but save for the 
Water Police the practice is-not fruitful 
of success, The men are not trained 
Constables (whereas the recruits from 
the United Kingdom are). During their 
ponadensey period they are merely 
earners, not available for street. duty, 
and, frequently, at.the expiration of the 
three months, they have:fouad moro 
suitable or remunerative employment. 
One result of tho. failure to recruit

The Chairman said :—Your Excellency, 
I desire to express the pleasure with which 
the Committos of-the Ohuusber of Commerce 
now make your persvaalacquaintance, We 
are more thav likely in the future to hay 
acousion to address you from time to time 
on commercial matters, aud the preseas in- 
tarview which you bavo so kindly accorded 
to ua, and for which I thank you, will, I 
trust, establish a mutual understunding. 
There ate three muin questions of the 
greatest, if not indeed vital, impottauce to 
the future progpurity of this colony, to 
which I dosire briefly to direct your spacial 
attention nnd to solicit the aid of your 
great influence towards thvir. attainment. 
These are: The opening of the West River 
to foreign trade aud steamer vavigativn ; 
the removal of official obstruction to the 
working of trade with the interior under 
transit pass ; and the extension of the boun- 
daries of the Coluny. I have uo doubt 
yor are well aware that the question of 
openiag up the Si Kiong or Wist River, 
one of the great waterwaya of the Kwang 
provinces to steamers of all notions and the 
cities Wuchowfu, Tsun Chow, and Non- 
ning-fu, to foreign trade has for mang years 
engaged the attention of the Chamber. 
The advyantagos that would accrue from the 
opening of this great river. t0-foreiga come 
meres gensrally, as woll.as to Hongkong fo 
partioalar, certainly bu very great. 
This Colony, hituated as it is at she mouth 
of the Canton River,- would. not only 
become s larger distributing centre than 
at present, but it would benefit greatly 
by the increased passenger traffic that, 
would vecessari'z follow upon incrensed 
facilities of treusport,. The opening up 
of. the Weat River would alao_ prove 
of great advantags to tho Obinese 
population in the district, Lt would acouro 
to the Ohincso Government an incroatad ra- 


By article XXVITM. of the no Trosty 
as you are aware the privilege is granted 
to foreign merchants to send goods to tha 
interior from any Treaty Port on payment 
of the usual import duty and o lekin charge 
of 24 per cont. ad vulorem, for which o 
tranait pass is issued, which pass, to quote 
the Treaty, ‘shall cxompt the goods from 
all further inland charges whatsouver,” Io 
tho Central and Northern provinces of 
Ohiaa a lerge tredo has been dove ua- 
der transit passes, more particularly at 
the Yangtsze ports; but’ in the Southorn 
provinces and speciully in the Two Kwang, 
tho officials have mado o determined stand 
against this privilege being exercised, and 
hive contrived to practically rendor it a 
dead letter. Your Excollency's predocos- 
gor took great interest in this queation, 
and urged the importanca of securing proof 
of tha obstruction of tho officials, bat for o 
long time this seemed ~ impracticable 
owing to the timidity of the Chincse 
merchants. A caso bas recuntly oc~ 
curred, however, which fully supplica 
tho désired evidence, sod it has 
beon luid beforo tho noble lord the Spc- 
retury for Foreim Affairs. Briefly the 
facts are as follow. Sumy three .monthe 
ago, Mr Andrew, « British merchant, loft 
Canton in o native bout laden with piece 
goods, for which after paying the usual im- 
port duty he had duly taken a transit pass, 
lirst paying the lekin charges, and pruceed- 
cd up tho Weat River to Wuchow-fu. Un 
arrival there he exhibited hia pass to the 
local authorities, aud thon opened business, 
quickly dieposing of part of his goods tu 
native traders. The uoxt day, however, 
these buyers ioformed Mc Andrew that 
they dare not take de ivery of the goods.” 
“Phog had evidently been intimidated, and 
said they could not complote their purchases 
unless 4 proclamation were issued by tho 
authorities uuthorising them to do sc. Re- 
prosantations to the Britiah Consul at Can- 
ton followed, who in turn promptly laid 
tho caso before the Viceroy. That official 
flatly denied the intimation, bat would do 
nothing whatever to assist the British mor- 
chant. The caso was thon carried to Pek- 
ing, where tha efforis of Me Beuclerk wora 
succoraful in securing sows action, for on 
the t7ch February the Prefect of Wachow 
issued a proclamntion nomivally permitiog 
the native dealers to trade with Mr An- 
drow, but the document was 20 worded 
that nat ono of the native traders would 
venture to take o single package, it being 
stated in the proclamation that after the 
.goo'ls tad been transferred to tho Obinese 
Merchants then Iokia taxes and Custom 
dues would- bo charged. Further repre- 
eentation fot the Ovneul only evoked 
from tho Viceroy the rejoinder that 
fhis was dono in necordance with the 
instructions of the Tsungli Yamen, and 
he contended that, once transit 
pass goods have reached the destination 
mentioned in the pasa and had teen sold to 
the Chinese, foreigners cannot interfere, 
no matter what dues are levied upon them. 
This contention, if allowed, would of course 


nullify the provisiona of Article XXVUL, 
and could not be admittod, Thie Chamber 
telographed to Lord Salisbury, and moan- 
cima the British Charyé d’Affaires has been 
in active communication with the Taung-li 
Yamon, with, we hope, successful results. 
Tha case, however, strikingly illustrates 
the obstructive tactics of the provincial 
ficial. Tha third eunject to which I 
would invite your attention is ono of very 
yrout local importance.. I refer,to the 
queation of the extension of the boundarivs 
of this Oolony.

recovered biy health and two meetings had 

been held at the Foreign Oflica ; at the lat- 

ter I waa present and details reapeoting the 

openiog of the Wea Itiver were under dis- 

Guavion, and agem to tend to a favourable 

issne, which the intimation oonveyed in 
Kwuter’s Telegram would appear to confirm, 

In a private letter which I received at Brin- 

dici [ was informed that the moolings, 

which had been ably presided over by Mr 
Bertia, Head of the Eastern Dopartment of 
the Foreign Office, wore now, owing to this 
gontleman’s severe indiuposition, under the 
direct superintendenoo of Mr Curzon, Partia- 
mentary Under Secretary of State for For- 

cign Affairs, whose personal knowledge of 

China and the Fur Kast ia well kouwn to 
you. During tho negotiations, groat assiat- 

anos had been rendered, and valuahle in- 

formation obtained from the Commiltes of 
the Chios Association in London. You will 
ses, therefore, that Her Majasty’s Govern- 

ment ore fully alive to the great importance 
of the questions under disouysion and ore 
giving thom eyery possible consideration 
rand attention. To treat with the points 
your Chairman has brought to my notice in 
detail; the openiog of the West River to 
trade would appear to bo to all intents and 
purposes definitely desided upon, and I hope 
that thia may include the opening up of its 
afflaents and entrances, but on this point [ 
pannot of course speak definitely. There 
appeara ty bo a goneral opinion that tho 
opening of these important waterwaya will 
be of little usa uotess the provisions of Ar- 
ticle XXVII..of the Tientsin Treaty ara 
carried gut in the samo manner aa they are 
in the Central.-and Northern Provinaze, 
and thia bringa me to the second point to 
whioh your Chairman bas referred, namely 
the question of trado under ‘Transit Passes. 
Until my arrival yesterday in Hongkong 1 
wasnot aware that m tost enso had been ab- 
tained, and asthe caso of Mr Andrew is, #0 
to speak, sub judice I cannot of course give 
ao opinion ; but with regard to the entire 
question of Transit Passes, whioh question is 
of the utmost and most vital importance to 
the trade of Hongkong, and the opening of 
the Western Waterways, I may tell you 
ithat I held several’ long conversations io 
London on this subject with Sir Nicholas 
O'Conor, who impressed its great importance 
upon me, -Cooversant as you are, gentle- 
men, with Chinese: ofticialdom, I need not 
remind you that millions of this Official class 
will be affected by any change in the present 
method of collecting, and subsequently dis- 
posing of the (Jekio’ and other dues, That 
they would evetitually bo eo affooted for thoir 
own material benefit 1, forons, am convinced, 
but Lam afraid that. i¢ will not bein our 


ever yeu may reat assured that this question 
will receive my most constant and: earnest 
attention, and I hope that some solation may 
be arrived at before long by which the pre- 
sent hindrance to trade may at any rate be 
considerably ameliorated. The third poiot 
that your Chairman has touched upon, the 
extension of-the boundaries of the Colony, is 
certaiuly of the most vital importance to the 
fature well-being of your Community, prin- 
cipally for the reagona you have mentioned, 
but also ou Sanitary grounds. The typhoon 
of 1874, as you aro aware, caused great loss 
of life amonget the Chinese population, and I 
am informed, that tho burial of several 
thousand corpses in a part of the island which 
at one time was used aga Sanatorium by tho

‘tilitiea,, and that ft was a question, nob 
only of ceasing from hostilities, but of hee 
coming frianda onve more, Li replied that:

tivua would not empower him to accede, and 
would give plenty of time to consider mat- 
ters which could not be acceded to at oneo, 
Aftér o genoral discussion, it was arranged 
that Coun€Ito on behalf of Japan should 
name his terms by 10 o.m. the following. 
day, and the Graod Secretary expressed a 
particular hope that Count Yto in doing x0 
would-be careful not to interfere with tho 
interests of othor Powers. ‘To this Count 
Tro replied that other Powers had no call to 
intormeddle with negotiations between 
Qhina andJopan, Li replied /—* Last yoar 
we begged Groat Britain to mediate ; but’ 
ag Japan did not sov it, of cuurao it ie une 
necessary for ony one olse to mediate : it 
wo two cangot como to an understanding, 
Tom afraid no one olse can,’ Cuunt Ito 
auggested that, in the ovont of a failure to - 
agrea, the Emporor of Qhins might himself 
take a decision; in Europe sovereigaa 
thomselves. arranged troaties. To this Li 
rejained that such was aot the caso in 
China; and that even Prince Kung, with 
all hia Foreign Office éxporience, had 
never personally avgotiated, troatios: he 
addod that tho eooner peaco terms were ars 
ranged tho botter; at the outbreak of hos« 
tilities ho bad oarnostly, pleaded in favour 
of peace; now alas! it wag too late, When 
Gonoral Grant was at Tientsin; ho ras 
marked te Li: ‘In our Qivil War thera 
was immense sactilico of life and limb, and 
afterwards when I bocame Prosidont I was 
alwaya vory careful. to pravent any casur 
belli From apringing up. 2X vonture te offer. 
this advice as aman after my own boarts 
you made your reputation in crushing the 
Taiping and other rebellions ; lot mo advise 
you always to bo chary of advisiug war.” 
*Lbavo” (Li continued) ‘ always chorished . 
these worda as arale of conduct, and you 
must know that the present war was no 
idea of mine.’ 

Aftor a short acudemic discassion upon 
the horrora of modern warfara and tho per+ 
versity o£ recent eyenta, Count Ito res 
minded tho Grand Seorotary that peace 
might bava been made on very easy terms. 
had Japan's frat offers beon’ accepted. A’ 
dosultory conversation then took piace upan 
the comparative merits of Chinese and. 
Qoreana as subjects for administration, the 
| prospecta in “Formoss, &o, Li sntict- 
pated that England would object.to Japan's 
occupying Formosa, and indeod thia waa 
eractly an inatance of what he hed meant 
above when ho had said ‘care was required 
not to interfere with the interests of other 
Powers,’ Count Ito denied that the ocoupu: 
tion of Formosa wouldbe injurious to British 
intercata owing to the proximity of Hong. 
kong ; and, as to Li’s suggestion that ‘Groat 
Britain would view with disfavour its occa: 
pation by any Power,’ expressed his convies 
tion that ‘ any Power to which Ohina sbould 
offor tho island would. cortainly snap it up - 
without compunction.’ : 

Tho Grand Secretary then alluded to a 
convorastion he had had in 1876 with Mr 
Okubo at Tiontein shortly after Japan and 
China had noarly como to blows wbout For- 
mosa, and a3 to which matter also he had 
argued from’ the beginniug in favour of 
allowing Japan to settle hor own quarrels 
with the savages there. - 

Ins furthor desultory discussion about 
promiors’ duties, Count Ito let fall tho ro- 
mark that he not only had to countersiga ” 
ail the Mikado’s acts, bat had to cast a 
protininary.clanco over all matters which 
it was intended should come before his Mae... : 


European residents caused the lvoality to 
become very unhealthy and unfit for habita. 
tion, The rvcent Plagae hes drawn atiention 
to tho great neooesity of an extonsion for 
sanitary purposes of the Colony’s boundaries, 
‘Lho remedy would appear to lie in the dirco.

“The third interview took place at 3 pm, 
on the 24th March, Qount Ito and “Vise 
couut Mutsu both being present. Afters 
fow unimportant remarks, the Grand Se. 
erotary handed to Count Ito tho Baglish 
and Chinese versionn of his reply regarding 
the armistice [not printed), Count Ito road 
tha English and Viscount Mutsu the Chi- 
neso: Viscount Motaa then directed his 
assistant to translate the latter half of the 
Chinose into Japanose, and onco more 
acrutinised it very closely. Thon for some 
timo hé conversed with Count Itoin Japon- 
esa, thore being, ovidently some point upon 
which it was difleul) for them’ to docide. 
At last Count-Itoaaid:—* Then you are re- 
solved to postpone the negotiations for an 
armistice and not bring them up again?’ 
To this Li replied that be was, for the 
present, and that hie partioular object in 
coming to Japan was to negotiate terms of 
poace. Count Ito [Hirobami} onco mors 
scrutinised the Eugtish version of Li’s roply, 
whilat Baron Ito fMiyosi] explained it in 
Jupaneze, Count Ito then lit a cigaratte 
and reflected some time, after which he 
suid :—! T presume that before you started, 
you and your Govornment clearly under- 
stood the militory position, sud were 
gertoinely anxious to regume friendly rela- 
tivue PP. To this Li replied that he was 
now ai old man ond had noyor left Ohina 
béfore, which facts ought to be sufliciont 
guaranteo of the Ohineso Government’a 
earnest desire; poreoiving the difficulty 
they wore in, and knowing Li's friendship 
with Qount Ito, they. chad decided to send 
him on 6 mission of peace, and ho under 
the extraordinary oiroumstances of course 
could not refuse to coma 
Count Ito then observed that whatorer 
was dotided upon must ba promptly carried 
out, but at tho'saine time he felt bound to 
remark that Ohina had not hitherto digiln.

FUZZY WU2ZZY—HIS ANTECEDENTS, 


Now-that-Mr-Atkina is about to renew old | 
acquaintanos with Fuzzy Wazzy, it is as 
well to lcnow that the *Ladia-rubber idiot’* 
in question is a descendant of famous auces- 
tors, who fou. ht those of Tommy’s forbears 
ander Richard the Lion-hearted in Palestine, 
He is the linesl descendant aod: the living 
reprenentative of the warlike Saracens who 
turned the tide of the Crusades, and eesured 
the Holy Land for the ohildren of the 
Prophet, Colonel the Honourable J. 
Colborne devotes an interesting chapter in 
his book, * With Hicks Pasha in the Suadan,’ 
to ‘the Inat of the Crusaders.”

He was oneof the three survivora 
of Hioke’s army of 12,000 men, and he muin- 
tains that: the ancestors of the Soudanese not 
only fought the Crusaders, but despoiled the 
Christian Ruights of their ohain-armuur,-' 
which has been handed down as -beir-looms 
through the long centuries that have passwd 
since then, -Colunel Colborne relates that a 
certain Sheikh Mohammed Sheikh, of the 
Arab Borgera tribes, ons day joined the 
army, Olud in ovmplete armour, saying that 
allbis men had deserted him and had gone 
overto the Mahdi. He was used aso apy, 
but there was sume reacon to suspzot that be 
had ao. understanding with the Muhdists. 
His ohain-mail, whether origioal or « copy, 
was that of the: Middle Ages, as worn by 
the. orusading Koights. The hauberk of 
mail was fastened round tha budy by the 
bsltan. and formed o complete covering 
from head to foot. The fong two-handled 
duuble-sdged sword was worn between the 
thigh and theeaddle, a detail which Sir J. 
Colborne rogarded as an additional proof 
thet the ohain-armour actutlly came from 
tho Saracens, who stript it from the bodies 
of slain or captured knights. When asked 
where he got his armour, Sheikh Mohammed 
replicd that it had boon in his family for 810 
years, .[ha horse's head was encased in 
atool, and its body covered with a quilt 
thick enough to turnaepear. Tho Shoikh, 
over «ix feet high, rode seventeen atone.
